other patients in the ward at the 
time of the killing. However, they 
are helpless and have to be cared 
for. 
Inmates with very low intel- 


ligence are assigned to menial 
duties which are scorned by more 
intelligent inmates, he said. Lam- 
bersky has the intelligence of a 
child five years and 10 months 
old.

hopes for peace—and vindication 
for firing Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur—on the crushing of a threat- 
ened Communist spring offensive 
in Korea. 


Mr. Truman told the nation in 


a radio and television talk last 
night that he'relieved MacArthu 
of his Pacific commands because 
the five-star 
general 
disagrees 


with.his policy aimed at. prevent- 
ing the 
Korean fighting 'from 


spreading into a world war. 


"We" do not want to see the 


conflict in Korea extended," the 
president-said solemnly and firm- 
ly. "We are trying to prevent a 
world.war—not to start, one." 


Would Involve Risk 


Mr." Truman 
said 
that 
the 


bombing of Red bases in Man- 
churia and the use of Chinese 
Nationalist'troops from'Formosa 
—both advocated by MacArthur— 
would involve- "a grave risk of 
starting a general war." 


Then he made it clear he be- 


lieves that if a threatened new 
mass offensive by the Communists 
in Korea is crushed, the'Reds may 
decide that further 
aggression 


there or elsewhere, is "folly." Then, 
he said, ,the. 'door would be oper 
to a peaceful settlement -"which 
will not compromise the principle 
and purposes of the United Na- 
tions." 


"Defeat of aggression in Korea 


may be the turning point in the 
world's search for a practical way 
of achieving peace and security," 
the president predicted.

But first there's the talk in 


congress of impeaching President 
Truman for firing the general. At 
this point it comes only from Re- 
publicans and is apparently strict- 
ly sound effect stuff. 


One of the most powerful Re- 


publican senators told a reporter 
it was said more to "scare" Tru- 
man than anything else. He point- 
od out it probably would be impos- 
sible to do. 
STRATEGY 


Several months ago Truman said 


that, with Asia mostly Communist 
now, 
we'd be alone in the world if 


'we lost our Allies in Western 
Europe through attack by Russia. 


To prepare against such an at- 


tack, since Russia is looked upon 
as the main enemy, this country 
and its European allies are trying 
to build their defenses. 


To avoind wasting lives and 


material in Asia, this country and 
its Allies are trying to reach a 
settlepient with China in Korea. 
The Truman administration thinks 
this may be done if the fighting 
can l?o limited to Korea. 


Gen. MacArthur had been order- 


ed to limit the fighting to Korea. 
He wanted to make all-out war on 
the Chinese Communists instead of 
just fighting them in Korea. 


He wanted to bomb Manchuria, 


which belongs to China and ajoins 
Koiea, since it's through Manchu- 
ria that the Cpmrnunists pour men 
and supplies into the Korean fight- 
ing. 


Further, 
he wanted 
to use 


Chiang Kai-Shek's Nanti-Commu- 
nist troops on Formosa for an 
invasion of China proper, 
thus 


forcing the Communists to fight 
on a second front. 
CIVILIAN CONTROL OVER 
MILITARY COMMANDERS 


If MacArthur had thought -all 


that, but followed-orders and kept 
his views to himself, there would 
have been no dispute. Instead, he 
made his views public. More, he 
defied orders to keep his mouth 
shut. 


The Truman view was that this 


made peace tougher to achieve in 
Asia with China, was spreading 
confusion among our European 
alli«K, and was outright defiance 


by a military man of civilian poli- 
cy. 


This country is based on the 


principle that the civilian leaders 
are supreme and that military 
leaders nvust take orders from 
them. Truman looked upon Mac- 
Arthur's defiance as a defiance of 
that principle.

MacArthur 
and 
are 


supporting him now. If they keep 
the pot boiling now, they'll shake 
public 
confidence 
in Truman's 


leadership some more.

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Casualties in 
Korea 59,396 


nounccd U. S. casualties in Korea 
reached 59,396 today, an increase 
of 846 since last week. 


The total includes 8,941 killed in 


action, 39,500 wounded and 10,865 
missing. It represents casualties 
whose next of kin were notified 
through April 6. 


Of the wounded, 1,040 subse- 


quently died and 99 of the missing 
are known dead, raising the total 
combat death figure to 10,080. 


The figure on missing also In- 


cludes 1,109 who have since re- 
turned to U. S. control and US 
known to be prisoners of war, 


leaving 9.544 currently missing. 


The army reported 49,463 total 


casualties, an increase of 790 over 
the previous week. The navy total 
reached C34, only one more than 
previously reported. The Marine 
corps listed 32 additional casual- 
ties, making a current total of 
8,826. 
Air force casualties in- 


creased '-'3 during the week, reach- 
ing a total of 473.

Penal Offense 


ALBANY, N. Y., (AP)—After 


July 1. it will be a penal offense in 
New York state to "jam" tele- 
phone lines deliberately—a prac- 
tice used recently during strikes. 


Gov. Dewey signed today a bill 


providing a maximum penalty of 
two years in prison on conviction 
for such a charge. 


Jamming is the practice of keep- 


ing telephone lines busy by repeat- 
ed, false calls.

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The Greatest Peril 


The head of one of this country's leading oil compa- 


nies recently said that America's "greatest peril is not that 
we may have to fight, but that we may be forced into such a 
prolonged state of readiness to fight that we abandon too 
far and too long that freedom of enterprise without which 
we never could have achieved our present superior ability to 
fight." 


If that should come to pass, the Kremlin will win a tre- 


mendous victory at no cost to itself. - The basic strength of 
this country lies in the workings of free enterprise, and the 
oil industry is one of the best examples of it. During the past 
five years alone, this highly competitive industry has drilled 
175,000 new wells and increased its underground reserves by 
6,000,000,000 barrels. It has raised its potential maximum 
rate of efficient production by 1,600,000 barrels a day and 
its refining capacity by almost as much. American oil com- 
panies abroad h?ve likewise increased their capacity in all 
departments. That is why oil is prepared to take on heavy 
defense commitments and to keep on meeting the civilian 
demand at the same time. And that never could have hap- 
pened had the industry been fettered with a bewildering 
mass of government regulations and controls. 


The worst danger of all is that we shall accept more and 


more government domination of the economy as a norma' 


• and permanent thing. We should eventually find ourselves 


in the position of England, where the production of almost 
all the essentials, to say nothing of the luxuries, is inade- 
quate. And then pur strength would be sapped to the point 
where our very existence as a free nation would be menaced 


Empty Boasting 


The Russian propagandists have once more been boast- 


ing of the superiority of! their economic system. The illus- 
tration in this case has (been commodity prices. In the 
U. S. S. R., where the government has the whole say, the 
prices of certain goods were recently reduced. In other coun- 
tries, notably the United States, prices have been rising. 
Therefore, say the propagandists, the Russian worker is get- 
ting all the best of it. 


The validity of this may be judged from an excerpt from 


'a New York Times editorial, which said, "The average Soviet 
worker earns somewhat less than $40 a week for 48 hours 
of work. After the new price reductions he must pay about 
$2 a pound for beef, almost $4 a pound for butter, 60 cents 
for a quart of milk, and similarly for other foods. A single- 
breasted wool suit, whose price was not-cut, will cost him 
almost $300 and a pair of shoes $85. Little wonder that the 
Moscow censors restricted' correspondents there to cabling 
the percentages by which prices were cut rather than the 
new reduced quotations." 


In Russia, the state runs all the factories, and owns or 


• controls all of the farms. It decides what will be produced, 
of what quality, and how much the price will be. • Competi- 
tion does not exist on'the production level. And, of equal 
importance, competition does not exist on the retail level 
either. Consumers must patronize designated''state stores, 
and pay a designated price for a designated ration. And 
Russia has made it a policy to charge exhorbitant retail 
prices in order to drain off consumer income. 


Compare that with the United States, where all kinds 


and sizes of stores are competing vigorously for trade—and, 
inflation or no inflation, are doing their best to undersell the 
other fellow. Here's one big reason why our living standards 
are so far ahead of Communism's as to make comparison 
difficult.

Whom would you rather have 


for a partner—a good bidder whose 
play is poor or a poor bidder whose 
play is good? Bridge experts de- 
bate this question, and they usual- 
ly prefer the good bidder. My own 
opinion is best shown by means 01 
a hand from a recent team match 
The declarer at one table was a 
good bidder, while the declarer at 
the other table was a good player, 


In the first room, the good bid- 


der reached the excellent contract 
of six spades as shown in the dia- 
gram. West opened the queen of 
diamonds, and dummy won with 
the king. Now Mr. Good Bidder 
led a low spade from dummy. East 
played low, and declarer won with 
the king of spades in his own hand. 


When West failed to follow suit, 


Mr. Good Bidder came to the sick- 
ening realization that he could not 
make his contract. East was bound 
to make two trump tricks. East 
would save the ace to kill dum- 
my's jack, after which cither his 
ten or his nine would make a sec- 
ond trump trick. 


It is easy to see that correct play 


would prevent East from winning 
two trump tricks. After winning 
the first trick with the king of dia- 
monds, declarer should lead the 
jack of spades front the dummy. 


There is no problem unless one 


of the opponents has all of the 
missing trumps. If West has all 
four trumps, he cannot be pre- 
vented from winning two tricks. 
If East has all four trumps, it is 
imperative to lead the jack of 
spades from dummy at trick two. 


When the jack of spades is led, 


East wins with his ace. Regard- 
less of the return, dummy wins 
and leads a trump.. East can play 
the nine, but South wins with the 
queen, and re-enters dummy in 
order to finesse through the ten 
of spades.

The Doctor Says: 


Doctor Has Several Ways 
to Study Stomach for Ulcer 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, Al. D. 


Suppose you have had pain in 


the stomach region or peculiar 
stomach sensations 
for a 
few 


weeks and go to the doctor. What 
next? 
The story that you tell 


may raise the suspicion of ulcer 
of the stomach. The doctor wants 
to make sure 
before starting 


treatment. 


There are many things he can 


do. One is to give a special test 
meal, withdraw the stomach co/i- 
tcnts through a rubber tube after 
a little while, and examine the 
material for acid and other things. 
This is of enormous help and al- 
though sometimes a person dreads 
the tube for the first time, it is 
not painful. In fact, a great many 
patients learn to do it 
them- 


selves • without 
difficulty. 
An- 


other tiling that is usually done is 
to examine a sample of intestinal 
waste for blood since the doctor 
needs to know whether the ulcer 
Is bleeding. 


Important in any study of the 


stomach is the X-ray. For this 
the patient is given a liquid to 
drink 
which contains 
barium. 


The barium keeps the rays from 
going through so that the stomach 
can be seen in a sort of silhouette 
picture. 


An ulcer pocket is visible by 


this method so that its location 
and size is accurately known. It 
is possible, too, to look directly 
into the stomach by means of an 
ingenious flexible tube fitted with 


mirrors and called a gastroscope. 
Pictures can be taken of the in- 
side of the stomach if desired. 


All this is necessary as a pre- 


liminary to treatment' But some- 
thing should be said about treat- 
ment, also, because people often 
get confused about it and wonder 
why one person is treated one 
way for ulcer and the next-door 
neighbor another. 


The answer 
is simple. 
The 


treatment depends on the location 
of the ulcer, on its size, on the 
symptoms produced, on the age or 
occupation of the patient, 
and 


many other factors which vary 
from person to person. 
TREATMENTS 


In general, medical treatment is 


aimed at avoiding irritation of 
the ulcer 
from 
acid, 
nervous 


strain or anything else so that 
the ulcer will be given a chance 
to heal. Surgical treatment, of 
which there arc several kinds, has 
a similar purpose unless the par- 
ticular operation is for removal of 
the ulcer and the stomach area 
around it. 


Which of these various methods 


to use demands careful study and 
expert weighing of all the factors 
in each individual person.

Help Prevent Heart Disease 
By Eating Less Fat and Salt

ST. LOUIS—(AP)—To help yourself prevent heart 


disease eat less fat and less salt. 


Those are two of the main medical tips on eating 


for a healthy heart. They were described today at the 
American College of Physicians' annual meeting by Dr. 
Thomas M. Durant, professor of clinical medicine, Tem- 
ple university school of medicine. 


Many Americans are digging their graves with 


their teeth, by what they eat or don't eat, he said. 


Four other heart diet tips: 
Get plenty of vitamins and minerals. You need the 


vitamins especially to help burn the carbohydrates, 
starches and sugars you eat. 


Get enough protein, meat, fish and milk, for your 


heart is a muscle, made of protein. 


Get enough iron, vitamins and protein to avoid ane- 


mia. 
The heart has to work harder if blood lacks red 


cells and isn't carrying its normal load of oxygen. 


Avoid overweight. Fatness adds extra miles of 


blood vessels and puts a strain on the heart.

Excessive salt and fat tend to be harmful for many 


people, inviting two kinds of heart trouble. Dr. Durant 
said if people used less salt and fat "it would'delay the 
appearance of these diseases" and they might beat the 
fat-caused heart disease so well that they could live nor- 
mal life spans.

beings. 
Fred's mother made him her god. Divorced after an unhappy 


marraige, &he frankly referred to him as her "all." One night he 
made an excuse to borrow her car for a .secret date with a girl. Speed- 
ing along a lonely road, he lost control of the car. The girl was hurt. 
The boy who was his mother's "all" forced the injuied girl out of 
the car and left her to be found the next morning by the state police. 
Like Fred's mother, child-worshippers are often parents whose 


own happiness has been denied. Retreating into the kind of self- 
righteous "idealism" that pretends to be superior to normal human 
hungers and needs, they require the same evasions from their children. 


-If such children do find the strength to claim their right to fall 


in love and marry, their sense of guilt at betraying the high-minded 
"ideals" of their parents can turn them into half-husbands and half- 
wives.

FIRST MORAL LAW FITS PARENTHOOD 
There are certain tests we can apply to our love for our young- 
sters that may help us discover whether it is overloaded with worship. 


If we feel a need to always excuse our child's wrong-doing, it may 


indicate that our desire to believe he is perfect is greater than our 
love for him. 
If we never seem to find reasons to approve his friends, it may 


mean that we want to keep our little god to ourselves. 


If we insist on holding up one child as a paragon to his brothers 


and sisters, we may be inflicting adoration upon him. 


If we are outraged or over-sympathetic when our child encoun- 
ters hurt or failure, it may indicate we resent the fact our little idol 
has to face reality like anyone else. 
Our great religious teachers knew well what they were about 


when they made the First Commandment primal moral law, and 
showed us how to protect those we love against the ordeal of bearing 
the cross of adoration.

Lepke Buchalter, the boss of Murder, Inc., was a quie 


man with soft brown eyes. He always dressed conserva 
tively and had a warm smile for people he met. Everybodj 
liked him—everybody, that is, who lived to tell about it. 


Buchalter made crime a big business. He had some verj 


original ideas about crime and they paid,off. He ran th< 
rackets like a businessman. He assigned murderers like a city cdito 
assigns reporters. He scattered witnesses like a travel agent. He \va, 
.often called the "smartest crook."

But two weapons of the law tripped him up. One was a new 


weapon—the anti-trust laws. The other was a very old weapon—the 
stool-pigeon. In combination, the two 'sent Buchalter to the electric 
chair.

Actually, the police often won- 


dered why Lepke became a crim- 
inal at all. He was born in pov- 
erty, true, but so were his ten 
brothers and sisters. All the oth-

zens. Lepke, through school, al- 
ways had good marks in conduct, 
attendance and school work. The

When he was 18, he began at 


the bottom. He robbed pushcarts 
on New York's lower East Side.

Jake" Shapiro, that he didn't 
think the' top racketeers in New 
York were very smart.

Bad Weather, Shortage of 
Labor Plague Farm Program 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — Food 


production is getting off to an 
uncertain start this season plagued 
by bad weather, insects and short- 
ages of farm labor and materials. 


This situation was pictured yes- 


terday in an Agriculture depart- 
ment crop report which disclosed 
that 
production 
prospects 
for 


winter wheat had dropped nearly 
a fifth since last December. 


As a consequence, the wheat 


crop may fall short of domestic 
and 
export requirements. That 


would make it necessary to use 
reserves of the gram which the 
government had hoped to save for 
possible future emergencies. 


Other Declines 


In addition to the sharp decline 


in the wheat crop, the department 
also reported that: 


1. The production of milk in 


March was three per cent below 
March a year ago although con- 
sumer demand is greater. 
/ 2. Egg production in the same 
month was two per cent less than 
a year ago. 


3. Farmers have made slow 


progress in spring farm.N work be- 
cause of cool, wet weather in most 
major farming areas. 


4. Meadow and pastures have 


been slow to start growth, thus 
depriving farmers of needed grass 
for 
dairy 
and other 
livestock 


grazing. 


/ Grain Supplies Dip 


5. Supplies of livestock 
feed 


grain—the raw material for meat, 
dairy and poultry products—were 
a fifth smaller on April 1 than a 
year ago. This decline emphasized 
the need for big feed grain crops 
this year if a high level production 
of livestock food products is to be 
maintained. 


Another department report serv- 


ed to call attention to agriculture's 
labor situation. The number of 
workers on farms was said to be 
four per cent smaller than a year 
ago despite a 12 per cent increase 
in wages because of loss of hands 
to the armed services and city in- 
dustries.

or to subscribe and swear to his 
schedule the assessor will make 
a list of the property to the best 
of his knowledge and will add SO 
per cent more to that evaluation. 


May Examine Person 


Also, whenever the assessor de- 


cides a person listing personal 
property for himself or for anv^ 
other person, company or corpor- 
ation has not made a full schedule 
of property 
the assessor may 


examine the person under oath re- 
garding the property. If the per- 
son refuses to answer questions 
the assessor will list the unre- 
turned property according to his 
best knowledge and add 50 per 
cent to the evaluation. If the per- 
son being questioned swears falsely 
he is guilty of perjury and will be 
punished under law.

Failure to support administra- 


tion policies, however, would be 
dangerous and might, be 
disas- 


trous. 
Under our form of gov- 


ernment the president and his sec- 
retary of state are rsponsible for 
foreign policies, and some highly 
important ones were involved in 
the Asiatic operations. 


Distrust Created 


So, even if MacArthur has been 


right in his military judgment, he 
has been wrong in not deferring 
to Washington. The sum and to- 
tal of this imbroglio is that some 
distrust and discontent was cre- 
ated among the Western Allies, 
much to the gratification' of Rus- 
sia. Britain's reaction to the fir- 
ing of MacArthur has been an 
expression of relief by British Of- 
ficials who hold that the chances 
for making peace with Red Chna 
in Korea have been improved.
